HUNTERDON COUNTY, NEW JERSEY, CREATING THE POSITION OF DEPUTY
TAX COLLECTOR

BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Union, in the County of Hunterdon,

State of New Jersey that the Union Township Code is hereby amended to add the following:

Deputy Tax Collector Position Established.

The position of Deputy Tax Collector is hereby established. The Deputy Tax Collector shall be appointed
for a term not to exceed one (I) year, as specified by the Township Committee, ending on December 31.
The Deputy Tax Collector shall serve at the pleasure of the Township Committee. The Deputy Tax
Collector shall operate under the supervision and control of the Tax Collector and shall exercise the
powers and duties of the Tax Collector when so authorized by the Tax Collector or the Township
Committee.

Severability. If any section, paragraph, subdivision, clause or provision of this Ordinance shall be
adjudged invalid, such adjudication shall apply only to the section, paragraph, subdivision, clause of
provision so adjudged and the remainder of the Ordinance shall be deemed valid and effective.

Repealer. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances inconsistent with or in conflict with the Ordinance are
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

V. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall take effect after final passage, adoption and publication according
to law.

to the Township of Union dated January 24, 2011 and recorded in the Hunterdon County Clerk’s Office on
January 28, 2011 in Book 2263 of Deeds on Page 492 at seq, including Sign Easements, Drainage Easements,
Sight Triangle Easements, Conservation Deed Restricted Easement, Wetland Transition Area, Tree Easement,
Sight Line Easement, Walkway Easement, Utility Easement, and Construction Easement.

Section 3. The boundaries and side lines of said streets or roads, and easements and restrictions, are
hereby established as above described.

Section 4. No dedication or approval of any street or road, or easement or restriction, or section thereof
is intended or affected except such or portion thereof as is included in the above description.

Section 5. The acceptance of Rupell’s Road (Portion) and Albert Drive, as public streets or roads, and
the acceptance of the above described easements and restrictions, of the Township of Union shall not constitute
approval of any incomplete work on said roads or easements or any other incomplete work in said development,
nor a release of any other obligations of the developer, such obligations to remain in full force and effect
notwithstanding the adoption of this Ordinance.
